To Hold Election 


At Bakery Here 


An A m erican Federation of La 
bor union will m ake another bid 
for support from employes of the 
Pennington B rothers Bakery, Inc., 
in W ashington C. H. 
In Cincinnati, Tuesday, the Na 
tional Labor Relations Board (NL 
RB) called for an election Jan. 30 
for certain employes of the bakery 
bargaining representative. 
On Dec. 26, 1950, employes at 
the bakery voted on the sam e ques­ 
tion, and, according lo a report, 
the employes rejected the union 
by a substantial m ajority. Federal 
law m akes it possible for another 
election to be held no less than 
a year following the last election. 
Jack G. Evans, regional director 
of the NLRB, said slightly more 
than 80 inside production, w rap­ 
ping, packing and shipping em 
ployes, cleaners and janitors are 
eligible to vote.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 - U P — 
Some people, making out their tax 
return on 1951 income are realiz­ 
ing how the tax has crept up and 
•ocked them. 
Take a single man who has been 
making §3,000 steadily for years. 
He finds the tax on his 1951 income 
was 17 per cent higher than on 
1950 income and 22 per cent more 
than on 1949 income And the tax 
on his 1952 income will be 33 per 
cent greater than the tax on his 
1949 income. 
The tax varies by individuals 
and income. For example: Take 
a single man who has been mak­ 
ing $15,000 
steadily 
for 
years. 
The tax on his 1951 income was 
12.5 per cent more than on 1950 
income and 16.3 per cent more 
than on 1919 income. And the tax 
on his 1952 income will be 27.3 
per cent above that of his 1949 
income. 
Here is how we got into this fix. 
After the war—taxes reached their 
peak in 1944 and 1945 — Congress 
cut taxes twice But in the last 18 
months, Congress has raised them 
twice. 
The first cut was on 
1946 and 
1947 income. Then 
Congress cut 
still further on 1948 and 
1949 in­ 
come to the lowest postwar point. 
But in the fall of 1950, after Ko­ 
rea, Congress upped the tax and 
then in the fall of 1951, boosted it 
again. 
• 
• 
• 
THAT TAX increase in late 1950 
applied to the last three months of 
1950. So the tax you paid in 1951, 
on 1950 income, was higher than 
the tax you paid in 1950 on 1949 
income. 
The increase approved in 
1950, 
while affecting only three months 
of your 1950 income, was to take 
full effect in 1951, covering 
your 
income for all 12 months of 1951. 
But when Congress 
.stepped 
in 
again in the fall of 1951 with still 
another increase, it said the new 
higher tax wfould apply to the last 
two months of 1951 income and all 
12 months of 1952 income 
So you can see how the tax 
you pay now in 1952 on 1951 in­ 
come has shot up above the tax 
you paid in 1951 on 1950 income. 
And in 1953, when you pay your 
tax on 1952 income, it will be 
even higher than the tax you’re 
paying in 1952 on 1951 income. 
Before looking at some examples 
of how taxes have 
gone up, re­ 
member there's a difference be­ 
tween the percentage of your in­ 
come taken by taxes and the per­ 
centage of increase in the tax it­ 
self. 
Take Jones. Single man. No de­ 
pendents. 
Income, 
$3,000 
He 
claims only one 
exemption, 
his 
own. He takes the usual deduc­ 
tions. 
He's 
been 
making 
$3,000 
from the beginning of 1949 when 
taxes were at their low'est point af­ 
ter the war. 
• 
• 
• 
IN 1950 (on 1949 income) he paid 
$373, which was 12.4 per cent of 
his income. So the amount of his 
income paid out in taxes went up 
only 0.6 percentage points 
(Sub­ 
tract the 11.8 per cent in 1950 from 
the 12.4 per cent in 1951.) But—the 
increase in his tax was $17, which 
was an increase of .04 
per cent 
over what he paid in 1950. 
In 1952 (on 1951 income) he pays 
$435, which is 14 5 per cent of his 
income, an increase of 2.1 
per­ 
centage points in the amount 
of 
his income taken by taxes 
But— 
he's paying $62 more than in 1951, 
which is a 16.6 per cent boost in 
his tax over last year. 
In 1953 (on 1952 income) he’ll 
pay $474, which ii 15.8 per cent 
of his income going in taxes, an 
increase of 1.3 percentage points 
over this year. But—the increase 
over this year is $39, a boost of 
8.5 per cent. 
Now compare the tax he’ll pay 
in 1953 on 1952 income with 
the 
low tax he paid in 1950 on 1949 in­ 
come. 
In 1953 he’ll pay $474 on his 1952 
income, which will be 15.8 per cent J 
of his income. This is a difference I 
of only four percentage points over ; 
the amount of his income taken by 
tax in 1950 on 1949 income when I 
he paid $356. which was 11.8 per 
cent of his income. 
But—in 1953 he ll be paying $118 
more in taxes on his 1952 income 
than he did in 1950 on 1949 income, 
which means an increase of 33 per 
cent in his tax.

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Will More Fayette County People Vote? 
Laff-A-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


Will more than half the eligiole voters 
in Fayette County go to the polls in elec­ 


tions this year? 
For some time about half the people 
in Washington C. Ii. and in the whole 
county have shown a careless attitude to­ 
ward this important obligation. This has 
been the rule except on rare occasions. 
True, people in this locality are no dif­ 
ferent from most parts of the country in 
this respect, but if voters of every city 
and county showed that they were suffi­ 
ciently interested in their government, 
national, state, county and even city and 
township, there would be a feeling that 
fewer officials would be elected by de­ 
fault. 
a 
This year is an important one for this 
nation. Some vital decisions are to be 
made in policy. Both at the May primary 
elections when candidates of parties are 
named, and at the general election in No­ 
vember, men and women should make 
their views clear by their ballots. 
In that way the choice of c a n d i d a t e s 
will express the desires of the people in 
the nominations, and again at the general 
election when a choice will be made from 
among the nominees. 
There are now nearly 100.000,000 Amer­ 
icans of voting age. The 1950 census re­ 
ported the number as 97,416,365, a gain 
of more than 13,000,000 over 1940. Only 
one state, North Dakota, showed a de­ 
cline of voting-age citizens. California had 
the largest numerical gain. 
Popular vote for president in 1948 was 
slightly under 50,000,000. When only half 
the electors of a representative form of 
government cast ballots, it is indicative of 
an inclination to permit pressure groups 
to make the decision. 
It is probable that the total vote this 
year will set a new record, but the per­ 
centage of the voting population that goes 
to the polls may not be larger than it 
was in 1948 unless efforts to increase the 
total are increased.

It is surprising to be told that Americans 
in the year just ended consumed an av­ 
erage of 248 pounds of meat and meat 
substitutes, which include pork, mutton, 
lamb, fish, eggs and cheese, or 23 per­ 
cent more than in 1939. Consumption of 
carbohydrate foods such as grain and po­ 
tatoes has declined IO percent, and of 
fats three percent. 
In the 1950-51 period, Dr. Brandt as­ 
serted, the grain fed to animals was 13 
times that consumed by human beings in 
various forms. 


Our Diet Standards 
Since the years preceding World War 
II. there seem s to be no doubt, Americans 
on the average have enjoyed a better and 
more wholesome diet. This is credited 
primarily to a series of financial booms 


Motor Car Taxes 
Gasoline in France now costs motorists 
80 cents a gallon, three times the average 
cost to motorists in the United States. 
The French gasoline tax, approximately 
the highest in the world, recently was 
advanced 18 percent, partly to penalize 
commercial trucks which compete with 
government-owned railroads. 
Gasoline may never be taxed that high 
in the United States. Tax leviers here 
have thought of so many places to slap 
tax attachments on automobiles that the 
gasoline tax is only a part of the revenue 
picture. Probably if all automobile taxes, 
direct and indirect, were concentrated on 
gasoline, the price of motor fuel would 
be more than 80 cents a gallon. 
Some automobile taxes are justified be­ 
cause vehicles use the roads which must 
be provided for them. But many others 
are levied merely because revenue hun­ 
gry politicians see the automobile as a 
handy gadget upon which to slap liens. 


The year of decision has been post­ 
poned until 1952 for various reasons, with 
civilization still standing at the cross­ 
roads looking in all directions at the same 
time.

Diet and Health 
Drug Combination 
To Treat Kidney TB 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
A 
combination 
of 
drugs 
has 
shown some success in helping to 
clear up tuberculosis of the kid­ 
ney. This type of tuberculosis is a 
severe and prolonged disease. It 
most commonly occurs when tu­ 
berculosis germs from the lungs 
spread to the kidney via the blood 
stream. 
A strange fact about tubercu­ 
losis of the kidney is that, even 
cured, the condition may appeal 
again in later years as an active 
disease, recurring at a different 
spot. 
The symptoms of this disease 
may be pain over the kidney area, 
with blood and pus in the urine 
The bladder 
is 
usually 
affected 
together with the kidney: in such 
cases there is frequent pain and 


burning on urination. 
Many 
methods of (realm e n I 
have been tried with fair response, 
but none has 
had 
overwhelming 
success. 
One of the chief reasons why 
this infection is so hard to cure 
is that there is a waxy covering 
around the bacteria of tubereu 
losis. This substance protects the 
germ from the medicines used to 
destroy it. 


Drugs Combined 
Streptomycin has been about the 


best drug used in fighting this dis­ 
case, but a considerable number of 
patients are not helped by strep­ 
tomycin alone. It has been found 
that in many of these cases a drug 
known as chaulmoogra oil, com 
I bined with streptomycin, helps de 
■ stroy the germs causing tuberculo­ 
s i s of the kidney. Treatment with 
this combination must be contin- 
I ued for from 30 to 45 days before 
improvement is noticed. 
I 
Sometimes the addition of a third 
drug to the combination gives the 
most effective, treatment. Diasone 
and PAS have been used in this 
way. The results in over IOO eases 
have shown that either Diasone or 
PAS, combined with streptomycin 
and chaulmoogra oil. is highly sue 
cessful in eliminating tuberculous 
infection of the kidney.
